As Mr. Somervell himself observes, “ from 
1665 to 1880 British politics was simply 
Disraeli versus Gladstone: from 1886 to 
1804 it was the G.O.M. versus The Rest. 
At no other time in our history have the 
se po so completely overshadowed their 
ams.”’ 


Never were two political antagonists so 
perfectly contrasted. In temperament, 
diction, ideals and manners, these leaders 
seem to have been precise opposites, 
although Mr. Somervell makes a brilliant 
attempt to trace a hidden harmony in 
their work. Aptly did Punch, in a 
cartoon née as A Írontispiece, hit 
off the almost comic difference between 
them. Back to back at a bookstall they 
stand, reading each other’s newly pub- 
lished books, the novel “ Lothair’’ and the 
Homeric study, ‘‘ Juventus Mundi,”’ 
Gladstone. comments: ‘‘ Hm !—flippant !”" 
and Disraeli: ' Ha !—prosy !"’ 

Mr. Somervell writes in the same style 
as Mr. Lytton Strachey, but without the 
sour and disillusionising cynicism. He 
gives us the foibles of each of his great 
men, vet without detracting from their 
greatness. He quotes with approval that 
saying of Labouchére’s, that Gladstone 
might, be caught with a card up his sleeve 
aud yet would not be disconcerted ; for he 


| would declare that the Almighty had put 


it there. This saying, says Mr. Somer- 
vell, serves but to show that Gladstone was 
as '“real ” a politician as his leas preten- 
tious opponent. The legend that has 
grown up of a Gladstone wrapt in reli- 
gitus musings and out of touch with 
practical affairs is false. Nevertheless, 
there was always present in Gladstone's 
mind a Miltonic consciousness that he 
stood in his great Taskmaster’s eye. His 
theological outlook, Mr. Somervell says, 
was that of the thirteenth century. He 
was half a stranger to his age. He would 
be a more pleasant figure in our minds if 
his hobby had been the planting, instead 
of the cutting down, of trees. 

Tf Gladstone belonged, as it were, to 
another period, Disraeli belonged to a 
strange race. ‘‘He was English in 
nothing but his devotion to England. '' 
He was distrusted, by reason of his foreign 
manner and his antecedents, and it is 
almost pathetic to recall how he bought 
an estate and tried to live the part of an 
English country gentleman. In the Vic- 
torian age feudalism still was so strong an 
influence that he who would lead an 
English party must be adopted, if not 
born, son of the fields. Perhaps, it was 
all for the better than Britain was dis- 
trustful of men who were strange to her 
a crops and never had drunk home- 

rewed cider: and it may be that Mr 
Stanley Baldwin’s popularity is due to a 
reaction to the old standards. 

Disraeli gave to the Tory Party bril- 
liant literary expression of deep. dumb 
instincts. Not since Bolingbroke and 
Burke had traditional England found so 
eloquent and penetrating an exponent. 
How far did Disraeli feel the things he 
spoke? How far was he but a clever, in- 
tuitive intellect, finding words for other 
men’s thoughts and claiming them as his 
own? Is it true, as Mr. Somervell says, 
that he saw new movements coming and 
bade them come? 

Disraeli is more popular than Glad- 
stone to-day. Mr. Somervell suggests that 
this is because ‘‘ Disraeli was very witty, 
and wit is very much in fashion; Glad- 
stone was very pious. and piety is quite 
out of fashion.” Neither of these big 
figures led a great movement or achieved 
a great change in the nation’s life. They 
lived in times that gave no whirlwind for 
the ambitions to ride. Neither became a 
Lincdin, a Cavour or a Bismarck. They 
travelled by stage coach in their youth ; 
they lived to send telegrams. They were 
not the inventors of the mechanical 
marvels that altered the conditions of life. 
Mr. Somervell leaves us wondering whether 
they would have proved to be giants if 
the test had come. Would either have 
proved fit to handle such crises as those 
which tested men in our own days?

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MUSSOLINI: THE MAN AND HIS 
CREED 


‘The sculptor Wildt, a photograph of 
whose bust of Signor Mussolini appears in 
the ‘‘Life’’ of the Italian dictator now 
before us, has produced a work which 
reminds us of those stern Roman heads to 
be seen in the gallery of the emperors in 
the British useum. Here are the 
rugged, animal strength, the out-thrust 
lips and overhanging brows, the bull-like 


neck. The artist, indeed, seeks to provoke 


the comparison by a touch of Classical 
detail, and it may be that Signor Musso- 


lini poses for the imperatorial effect. Yet 
it is easy to conceive that the emperors 


who were darlings of the legions and 


gained the supremé power by the suffrages 
of soldiers and their own relentless force 
of character were men of this same 


daring, domineering kind. 

Far from critical is this “ Life of 
Benito Mussolini,” by a Fascist author, 
and with a whimsical introduction by 


Signor Mussolini himself; but, if it be 


read with caution, it wil] prove as in- 
structive as it is interesting. Here in 
chapters which relate every passage in its 
subject’s career to the ultimate movement— 
so that when we read of Signor Mussolini 
as a youthful Socialist editor the narra- 


tive is shot through with allusions to 


Fasctsmo—we trace a passionate, and 
sometimes fantastic, career, When we

Among those who boarded the liner from 
the tender off Fawley Beacon were Chiel

BUILDING PRICES SOARING. 


Mr. G. F. Beckett, who presided, said that 
they wanted the fullest possible inter-change 
of opinion, and he hoped that there would 
pass out to the bodies dealing with the ques- 
tion some suggestion which would be worked 
out to the practical benefit of the com- 
munity. 

Mr. John Good said that housing was an 
economic problem, which could be. solved only 
by putting it on an economic basis. Govern- 
ments and local authorities could facilitate 
housing by pledging their credit, thereby 
getting money at low rates and lending it for 
the purpose of housing, and by giving grants, 
but they could not of themselves solve the 
problem. 

They were constantly told by many people, 
who seemed to know a lot about housing, 
that it was a matter with which the Govern- 
ment should deal. In fact, some of them 
went further, and said that if they only went 
to Government Buildings—which they ap- 
peared to think were full of money—and 
knocked there long enough and loud enough, 
they would get all the money they required. 
As one who had some little knowledge cf 
Government Buildings, he would say that the 
facts were not exactly as these people seemed 
to think. As he knew Government Buildings’ 
there was very little money there. The on 
money which the Government had at its. dis- 
posal for this purpose, and also for the pur- 
poses of the government of the country, was 
what it collected throngh taxes or borrowed.

Local authorities, in the same way, had no 
funds other than what they collected from 
the ratepayers, and anything they gave by 
way of advances—direct assistance, monetary 
assistance re remission of rents, by pro- 
viding sites for building, or any other ways— 
were all done at the expense of the ratepayers. 

Economists told them that the burden of 
taxes and the burden of rates fell most heavily 
on the poor, so that in all these contributions, 
whether from the State or from the ratepayers 
through the local authorities, the people had 
to pay their portion of those payments. That 
was a point which, he was &fraid, was not 
clearly understood by many who talked on 
this and other subjects as to what the Govern- 
ment ought to do. If they had clear thinking 
on this subject, he thought it: would add con- 
siderably to the assistance of those who 
had been trying to deal with the problem for 
many years. It was obvious, when they came 
to look at the problem from the point of 
view that there was a limit to what the tax- 
payers could pay, that there was also a limit 
to what the ratepayers could afford to pay. 


LOOKING TO THE GOVERNMENT. 

Therefore, he declared that this ‘ problem, 
while it could be assisted by the Government 
and by the local authorities, could not be 
solved by either of those bodies by ‘itself. 

“I am afraid that in the Free State,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Good, “we are too prone to look 
to the Government and “sometimes to the 
local authority in our time of difficulty. The 
policy of looking to the Government might 
have been a good one and it might not when 
the burden of taxation was shared by Great 
Britain, but certainly to-day, when we have 
to carry the burden ourselves, it cannot be 
good policy. We must ‘learn in the Free 
State to rely more on ourselves and less on 
+ the Government and to try to earn what we 
want by honest work.”

MOVEMENT AGAINST THE 
GOVERNMENT. 

I'he Times Peking Correspondent, tele- 
graphing on Thursday, states :—Peking is in 
a state. of suppressed excitement. n the 
absence of news, as a result of the strict 
censorship, rumour is extremely. busy, and it 
is difficult to separate the .wheat from. the 
chaff. The most important item of news is 
the arrival of Wu Pei Fu at. Hankow. There 
now appears to be no doubt that Wu Pei Fu 
is definitely heading a movement against the 
Peking Government and that all the Yangtsze 
Provinces are involved, Apparently the idea 
is to set up at Nanking a Government claim- 
ing a constitutional continuity in contrast 
with the Reking Government, which is ,in 
office as the result. of a coup @état. The 
Nanking Government will repudiate the 
decisions made at the Tariff Conlerence. 

While the Yangtsze Provinces stand alone 
they cannot be in a position to take military 
measures against the North without a great 
deal of preparation and organisation. “An im- 
mediate outbreak of civil war, therefore, de- 
ogy on the attitude of Feng Yu Hsiang and 
is Kuomintang friends in Honan. Feng 
himself is apparently taking no part in the 
proceedings. The present position is. that 
Chang Tso Lin and Wu Pei Fu are glaring 
at each other from a safe distance, with Feng 
Yu Hsiang in the offing waiting for guidance. 


FRENCH. FINANCE. 


TWO ALTERNATIVES. 


In a message from Paris last night, 
The Times Correspondent says :—Light is 
gradually being shed on the methods: by 
which M. Caillaux intends té steer France 
through her present financial crisis. Thanks 
to repeated discussion of the situation in the 
Press and elsewhere, the real core of the 
problem has now become clear to the public 
mind, and the opportunity is ‘now being skil- 
fully taken by means of. semi-official propa- 
ganda to show the public what it has got to 
lage. —Two-thirds of the French Budget is 
taken up with imterest.on accumulated debts, 
and with the adctnal costs.of governing the 
country restricted to one-third of its revenue 
it is obvious that any economy’ in’ expenditure 
which may be possible will not make very 
much difference. ~ On the other hand, the 
limits of effective taxation have also been 
pretty nearly reached for the time beim. 
The country is, therefore, faced with the 
atternative of reducing its debt—or at least 
the interest which it has to pay on it—or 
continuing to meet the balance of its expendi- 
ture by drawing on the Banque de France, 
which means inflation in: the cenrrency and 
consequent depreciation of the franc. The 
meaning of these two alternatives is now 
being carefully explained to the public by 
the Press, inspired, no doubt, by the Ministry 
of Finance.

THE DAMASCUS OUTBREAK. 


In a telegram from Haifa vesterdav. 
The Times Correspondent states -—Tt is re- 
ported that 400 French Algerian troops have 
been taken prisoners in the Deraa district. 
Railway communication between Deraa and 
Damascus is interrupted. It appears that 
the immediate cause of Monday’s insurrection 
in Damascus was the exposure in the Meidan 
Square of twenty-four corpses of brigands 
killed by the French forces last week in the 
course of. clearing ‘operations in the neigh- 
bourhood of Damascus, which is said to have 
inflamed the passions of the populace. ‘It is 
thought that some Nationalist agitators ex- 
ploited this situation, but thé Drusé force, 
which went to” their assistance. apparently 
arrived too late, since Druses were. reported 
to be outside Damascus after the ‘principal 
insurgent notables had accepted the French 
conditions. 

Although the city was outwardly. calm 
yesterday, yet a recurrence of trouble is still 
to be feared. It remains to be seen “what 
control the notables have over the mob. The 
Meidan Station, the Hamidieh Bazaar and 
part of the Azm Palace have been destroyed 
by fire.

PROCEEDINGS. 


SURPRISING EV) DENCE. 


Great interest: was taken in the Belfast 
Corporation housing inquiry yesterday. The 
principal witness examined during the day 
was ncillor Wilson; a. member of the 
Housing Committee,‘ whdse evidence of pro- 
ceedings at meétings of the Housing Com- 
mittee was followed with great interest. 
Yesterday was ‘thes fourteenth day of the 
inquiry, and Mr. Commissioner Megaw, K.C.., 
was accompanied by Messrs. Swiney and 
Knox, the assessors. 

At» the sitting of the Court, Mr. Babington, 
K.C., leading counsel for Messrs. McCue and 
Dick, continued his cross-examination of Sir

CONTRACT AND DIRECT LABOUR 
HOUSES. 

In reply to Mr. Beattie regarding the cost 
of houses. built by contract and by direct 
labour, he said that he was told that the 
Cherryvale houses cost £1,355 15s. 8d. under 
the Board of Architects, and houses of a 
similar type erected by Mr. Cutler» with direct 
labour cost only £870 3s. 5d. 

The witness went on to say that. on the 
first day that he went to the sites with Mr. 
Cutler he found bad material. When he saw 
some of the timber he told Mr. Cutler that 
he would have to summon the Housing Com- 
mittee at once to come up to the site. The 
men had explained that the timber had been 
lying for weeks, probably months, on the 
site. and was put into the houses wet. Mr. 
Cutler said that the timber. should not have 
been used, and McCall or Mackey, or both, 
said that the timber found bad was being 
taken out. Mr. Cutler said: ‘‘Do not take 
one solitary piece out until the Committee 
see them.” The witness brought the Com- 
mittee up to the site. He knew that someore 
was responsible for the state of affairs, and, 
whether surveyor, superintendent or foreman, 
he would have to suffer for it. 

The Commissioner questioned the witness 
about a speech that he had made at a meeting 


iof the Council on ist September, when he 


had stated that the houses had not cost the 
ratepayers a penny.  “ Supposing that there 
was extravagance, would not somebody have 
to pay for it?” queried the Inspector. 

Sir Crawford—We were supposing up to : 
that point that there .was no extravagance. 

o you suggest that the houses actually 
built were paying their own way as a com- 
mercial: proposition *—No. 

Would not somehody have to pay for the 
difference '—Somebody would have to bear the 
loss. 

How, then, is that statement of yours that 
the houses did not cost the ratepayers a 
penny relevant ’—From the start to the finish 
we endeavoured to get all the money that we 
could from the State. i 

The Commissioner commented that that was 
getting the money from the ratepayers in a 
different form. 

He was then questioned about the follow- 
ing passage in the speech :— “Mr. Cutler took 
the tenders for the timber which was now in 
question, and he recommended to the Com- 
mittee to accept Messrs. Robb’s as being the 
lowest tender by something like 18 per cent., 
and the Committee. of course, agreed.”’ 
Witness said that he had the statement 
from Mr. Cutler. 

Would it strike you as a business man that 
that was a tremendotis difference in cOm- 
petition merchants in the same 
trade—that one contract was 18 per cent. 
above another’—It certainly seemed to he 
a very extraordinary thing. There might 
be talk of associations and “rings,’’ and 
you do not know where you are. [I do not 
make anv accusation of anything like that 
in the timber trade, but never real! 
knows. I had no suspicion in any case. 

The Commissioner—The statement was 
made to allay to some extent public disquiet. 
Withess—When I made that statement [ 
believed it to be the true position. 1 went 
to a great deal of trouble to be accurate. 1 
knew that I would be criticised by the public 
and by the Corporation, 

Of course you must have known that the 
tenders did not come before the committee at 
all? Yes, I agree with you there, but at the 
same time they were mentioned from time 
to time. 

Did you know that Messrs. Robb Bros. 
were the contractors for the timber’? Yes. 

And did you know that other firms were 
disappointed at not getting tenders’? I did. 
There was knowledge among the members of 
the committee that there was dissatisfaction 
with the giving out of these contracts: Many 
members of the committee thotght that we 
were getting excellent value, and that the 
stuff was very cheap. 

Mr. Corcoran (Building Trades Federation) 
said that there had been reference made to 
labour troubles, and he asked Sir Crawford 
had he any knowledge of these matters. The 
witness said that Mr. Cutler dealt with al! 
labour questions. So far as organised labour 
was concerned it had not hindered, but had 
facilitated the housing schemes. 


COUNCILL R WILSON’S EVIDENCE. 


Councillor David Wilson said that he first 
heard of the bad timber on. the Whiterock 
site in May, when a person came to him and 
told him about it, and also that it was being 
reported to the City Hall. It came before 
him officially at the Housing Committee 
meeting on the 10th June, when he noticed 
that some members of the committee were 
hostile to Mr. M‘Cue and Mr. Dick, and 
seemed friendly to Mr. Robb. 

The Commissioner—That was at the inter- 
view ? 

The witness said that it was. Some mem- 
bers of the committee would not thank Mr. 
M‘Cue at all, as it was, they said, trade 
jealousy.

Did any of the officials seem to assist them 
in that attitude’ Yes; one of the officials 
did, by his attitude.

The witness went on to say that the Town 
Solicitor seemed to be annoyed with Sir 
Robert Meyer for his action in the matter. 
Mr. M‘Cormick seemed to think that Sir 
Robert Meyer should have spoken to the sur- 
veyor about it first. The witness had heard 
that Sir Robert Meyer had acted quite pro- 
perly. 

Sir Crawford M‘Cullagh told the commit- 
tee before Messrs. M‘Cue and Dick came in 
that he had been on the site, and could not 
see anythmg wrong with the timber, The 
witness added as a reason why he thought 
that Sir Crawford held that opinion, that 
when the committee were taken rownd by 
Messrs. Robb and some officials of the Cor- 
poration they could see little wrong. It was 
when Mr. M‘Cue and Mr. Dick showed them 
certain houses that. the defects were ap- 
parent. He believed that Sir Crawford was 
bona-fide of the opinion that nothing was 
wrong with the timber when he made the 
statement.

Probably many people 
are unacquainted with the facts, and, if 
I rightly understand Admiral Waller's letter, 
he is one of them, and, moreover, 15 In error 
if he supposes that the situation is materially 
different to what it was in 1890-91. The 
initial, step necessary to be taken was to 
obtain an Act of Parliament, the passage of 
which the trustees of the Pillar opposed and 
defeated. The only difference now is that the 
bill must be introduced in Dublin and be 
opposed there. The terms of the Trust are 
‘to embellish and uphold the Pillar.’ 

The trustees. were advised by the then 
Attorney-General strenuously to resist the 
roject, and that, even if it had been made 
ona fide, they were not at liberty to assent 
to the Pillae’s removal to another site.

In a moment the whole 
atmosphere was changed. The Lords Justices 
were alert, the Bar attentive, and, said my 
friend, all were so charmed by Ronan s 
brilliancy that they felt sorry when fonr 
o'clock arrived and the Court rose.
